Thoreau lived by these works His fam e rests on hi» book, W alden, which is the story 
of hi* tw o-year experim ent of »imple living in the woods at W alden Pond, near Concord. 
Mas*. He built hi* own house for 28 dollars. He grew his own vegetables, hunted and 
fished and did odd jobs to earn what little money he needed. Thoreau wos a H arvard 
grad u ate and was a keen observer with an active mind. He found G od in nature an d his 
love and association with anim als, birds and fishes was as extraordinary as that of Sf. 
Francis of Assisi. 
Thoreau recognized the evils of m aterialism . And his faith helped him to com bat them 
even if his m ethods w ere sometimes drastic. O f faith he wrote, 
The smallest seed of 
faith is better than the largest fruit of happiness." It's som ething to think about.

LITTLE LEAGUE...OFF BASE 
To assert that the “ Little League can hurt kids’’ may be 
disturbing the scads of baseball- delirious fathers and mothers 
and their male small fry. 
Yet an article by that title in the May issue of Today's 
Education, official publication of the National Education 
Association, contends that this is exactly what may be 
happening on baseball diamonds in communities throughout 
America. The response of parents, it indicates, may be a not- 
too- subtle clue to what causes the problem. 
“ It is frightening to what a normally serene parent 
transformed into a raging wild man while watching his 10- 
year- old son compete in a Little League game,” says the 
author, Donald F. Schwertley, assistant principal of Thomas 
Jefferson High School, Council Bluffs, Iowa 
He notes that the first Little League graduate to reach the 
big- 
time, 
former major league pitcher Joey Jay, has 
commented that he feels the problem is too ambitious, with 
far too much parental activity and supervision. 
Schwertley says that “before he has ever entered junior 
high school, a boy may come up through the bush leagues; 
hold a baseball contract; belong to an all-star team, and, if he 
can withstand the pressure, face a Little League World Series.’’ 
He questions whether this is a wholesome experience for a 
young boy. 
While many educators frown on organized in ter school 
competition below the seventh grade, the author notes, the 
Little League program haa farm teams for the first grader. 
Unlike Little League programs, school programs are under 
th e 
watchful 
eye 
of 
professional 
supervisors 
and 
administrators, who are careful to see that intraschool 
athletics remain a part of the total education program of the 
school, 
Schwertley 
points 
out. 
“Consequently,’* 
he 
continues,’’ while children in a school athletic program may 
not seem aware of it, they are usually conscious of the fact 
that they are students first and athletes second.’’ 
The Little Leagues do not even require a cursory phyacal 
examination, says a physician who would like to see the Little 
Leagues toned down or broken up. In an excerpt from the 
Washington accompanying the Schwertley article, writer 
William Hines notes that research reported by this physician 
indicated “ pathological change’’ common in the throwing arm 
of Little League pitchers. “ Little League elbow, according to 
the medic, has become one of the commonest complaints in 
every peditrieian’» practice. 
Hines acknowledges that it is natural for a father “ to watch 
with pride the prowess of his offering on the playing field.” 
But, after reviewing the possible injurious physical effects of 
the highly competitive league system with its commercially 
sponsored teams and over- organized tournaments, Hines takes 
a hefty swing st Dad. 
“There * more than faint suspicion,” Hines says, “ that the 
Little League is an ego- reinforcement for the perennial 
adolescent who, pushing 40, pasaes the ancestral jockstrap on 
to junior because he knows he isn't the man he used to be 
[and probably never was).” 
Little 
League organizers need to re- examine their 
program, Schwertley contents, asserting that “ they need only 
to observe the actions of the spectator- parent to realize that 
Little League activities are not developing healthy values ” 
He raises the question of whether the Little League 
program is filling a void in the curriculum and whether an 
ntraschool athletic program at the elementary level might 
letter serve children's needs. 
A statement approved by several national medical and

says:
